CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

In the senate, on the 7th, Mr. Vest called up 
his joint resolution for a commission to nego- 
tiate with the five civilized tribes in the Indian 
territory for the surrender to the United States 
of the 45,000,000 acres of land occupied by them, 
after retaining enough for homes in severalty 
for themselves. Upon the announcement of 
the death of Representative McDonald, of New 
J ersey, the senate adjourned...... In the house 
a bill to reduce the number of engineers in the 
navy was passed by a yea and nay vote, buta 
motion to reconsider was pending when the 
house adjourned. 

Iw the senate, on the Sth. the only measure 
passed was the bill authorizing the construc- 
tion of a’ bridge eighty-five feet high and of 
1,000 feet span across the Mississippi river 
above New Orleans. The senate then went 
into executive session, and in addition to con- 
firming a number of presidential nominations 
ratified the Chilian treaty...... In the house 
much of the session was consumed in arguing a 
point of order that six days must elapse from 
the commencement of a short session before 
public bills coming over from a previous ses- 
sion should be considered. An ameodment to 
the printing bill providing for the printing of 
the Nautical almanac was defeated. 

Tux senate was notin session on the 9th...... 
In the house a resolution was adopted amend- 
ing the rules so as to provide that unfinished 
business going over from one sesSion to an- 
other may be taken up immediately upon the 
reassembling of congress. .The printing bill, 
with amendments, was passed, and a number 
of committee appointments to fill vacancies 
were announced by the speaker. 

In the senate, on the 12th, a bill reported 
from the judiciary committoe was passed pro- 
viding for the punishment of persons not mem- 
bers of ships’ crews who aid or encourage riots 
or disorders on board American vessels at sea. 
The reso)ution providing for the appointment 
of a committee to treat with the civilized 
tribes of Indian territory with the view of in- 
ducing tham totake homesteads in severalty 
was taken up, but after discussion gave place 
to the anti-option bill...... In the house some 
unimportant bills ware passed and the house 
adjourned at 1:40 p. m. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

AN autopsy on the body of the late 
Baron Reinach has been held, but the 
result, up to the 12th, had not been offi- 
cially announced. Dr. Brourardel states 
that Reinath either committed suicide 
or was murdered by poison. 

On the 10th, Polly Frisch, who had 
been in the Kings county (N. Y.) peni- 
tentiary for thirty-five years for the 
poisoning of her husband and two chil- 
dren, and who 1s now about 75 years of 
age, was released by Warden Hayes in 
accordance with the governor’s pardon. 

Tue citizens of Caldwell, N. J., the 
birthplace of Grover Cleveland, are 
making extensive preparations to en- 
tertain the president-elect when he vis- 
its Caldwell, 2s he has promised to do, 
before his inauguration. The old house 
in which Mr. Cieveland was born will 
be profusely decorated and brilliantly 
illuminated. 

Mr. Parsons G. OGpeEN. of Cincin- 
nati, a brother of Mrs. Phil T. Ar- 
mour, of Chicago, died suddenly, on the 
evening of the 11th, of paralysis of the 
heart. He had been indisposed for a 
week. Mr. Ugden was a bachelor, was 
54 years old and is reputed to have left 
an estate of $600,000. 

CHARLES REHM, the oldest bandmas- 
ter in the United States, died at his 
residence in New York city on the 10th. 
He had been ill for a long time. 

On the 12th Miss Susan B. Anthony, 
of Rochester, the well-known woman’s 
suffrage advocate, was appointed.New 
York manager of the state industrial 
school by Gov. Flower. 

THE Monitore di Roma publishes a 
summary of fourteen propositions on 
the school question that Mgr. Satolli, 
the papal ablegate, submitted to the re- 
cent conference of American archbish- 
ops held in New York. The pope, 
Cardinal Rampolla, papal secretary of 
state, and the congregation of the 
propaganda fide are in accord with 
these propositions. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 8th the city armory at Cleve- 
land, O., and its contents were totally 
destroyed by fire. The militia organ- 
izations occupying the building lost 
$75,000; insurance, 23,000. Loss on build- 
ing, $20,000. 

At Canton (0.) the works of the Steel 
Roofing Co., the largest in the country, 
were totally destroyed by fire on the 
night of the 7th; loss, $100,000. The 
flames spread to the Canton tile works, 
which were also destroyed; loss, $25,000. 
A number of surrounding buildings 
were badly damaged. 

DuRInG a fire in a Milwaukee ar- 
mory, at an early hour on the morning 
of the 9th, the firemen rescued William 
Miller, the janitor, his wife and child, 
and a lad named Jacob Fitzpatrick 
from the roof of the burning building. 

EARLY on the morning of the 9th fire 
was discovered in the air-shaft of the 
Lyttle Coal Co.’s colliery, located at 
Primrose, Pa. A gang of men had been 
lowered to the front of the slope and 
were separating to their work in differ- 
ent parts of the mine when the fire was 
discovered near the foot of the shaft. 
This is the same colliery which was 
flooded on April 20 by the bursting in 
of a body of water by which ten miners 
were drowned. 

On the 10th Elmore Brisby and Sam- 
uel L. Cason, prominent business men 
of Lebanon, O., were arrested, charged 
with bribing voters at the last election.

On the 12th George I. Bagley, the 
messenger who stole $100,000 from the 
United States Express Co., November 
18, was sentenced in Davenport, Ia., to 
two and one-half years in the peniten- 
tiary. Bagley pleaded guilty, and 
Judge Waterman gave as his reason for 
imposing a light sentence the prison- 
er’s previous good character and his 
prompt action in restoring the stolen 
money. 

On the 12th Judge Murphy, of San 
Francisco, continued the Curtis murder 
case until the 24th. An effort was 
made to have Curtis’ bail reduced, but 
the judge refused. 

On the 12th Baron Frederick Wergel- 
sperg, adjutant to Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph of Austria, committed suieide. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


On the 8th the senate, in executive 
session, ratified the treaty with Chili, 
providing for the appointment of a 
commission to settle the claims of citi- 
zens of the United States against Chili, 
which was negotiated by Minister Egan 
in Santiago. 

Tue Irish home-rule bill has been 
drafted and circulated among the mem- 
bers of the British cabinet 

On the th David Whitbeck, John 
Mahoney and Edward Armstrong, of 
Milwaukee, saw a bottle protruding 
from the pocket of a fellow-workman, 
and thinking it to be whisky, quietly 
abstracted itand drank the contents. 
It turned out to be ammonia and the 
men were made seriously ill, but may 
recover.

THE comptroller of the currency, on 
fhe 12th, called for a report of the con- 
dition of national banks at the close of 
business on Friday, December 9, 182. 

THE French chamber of deputies, by 
a majority of 30, voted on the 12th to 
impose a special tax on time bargains 
in the bourse. 

On the 12th there was duly incor- 
porated in the office of the secretary of 
state of Indiana, in Indianapolis, the 
National Brotherhood of Soldiers. The 
local organizations of the order will be 
called ‘‘forts,” and are expected to 
flourish wherever democracy flourishes.

Abstract of the Annual Report of 
Secretary Tracy. 





The Accomplishments of the Past Four 
'. Years—Progress of Construction 
—Improvement in Armor, 
Ordnance, Etc. 





Wasainoron, Dec. 12.—"On the 4th of March, 
1889." says Secretary Tracy, of the navy de- 
partment, in his annual report to the president, 
‘the fleet of the United States navy, apart 
from a few old chips long since obsolete and 
fast going in decay, consisted of three modern 
steel vessels, of an aggregate tonnage of 7,863 
tons; and mounting thirteen 6-incb and four 8- 
inch guns, the forgings for which last, as,well 
as the shafting for the vessels, had been pur- 
chased from abroad, as they could not be made 
- thiscountry. These vessels were the follow-

Our now navy, including all vessels built or 
authorized, now consists of the following ves- 
sels: 

One sea-going battle ship (first-class): Iowa. 

Three coast-line battle ships (first-class): 
Massachusetts, Indiana, Oregon. 

Two battle ships (second class): Maine, 
Texas.

Two protected cruisers of extreme speed: 
Columbia and Minneapolis. 

Fourteen cruisers: Olympia, Baltimore, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, San Francisco, Newark, 
Charleston, Boston, Atlanta, Cincinnati, Ra- 
leigh, Detroit, Montgomery and Marblehead. 

One dispatch vessel: Dolphin.

FOUR YEARS OF PROGRESS. 

The development of the past four years has 
not been confined to ships alone. At the be- 
ginning of this administration the naval estab- 
lishment was entirely destitute of certain ele- 
ments of efficiency, each One of which was in- 
dispensable to its practical employment as a 
fighting force, and the absence of which, it it 
had been possessed of a 100 ships, would still 
have left itin a condition of paralysis. 

These were the following: Armor, torpedoes, 
heavy, rapid-fire guns, armor-piercing shells, 
smokeless powder, high explosives. 

In March, 1889, tae navy was still without 
armor, although a contract made two years 
before provided for a future supply. This 
armor was to be of simple steel. A contract 
for alike amount was made with another firm 
in 1890, and led to the erection of a second 
plant. Both plants aro now furnishing ma- 
terial, In the meantime a series of exhaustive 
experiments, lasting over three years, resulted 
in the development of an armor of new com- 
position and treated by a new procass, far su- 
perior to any hitherto known, and destined 
to furnish the standard both of quality and 
manufacture for the great naval powers of 
Europe. 

In 1889 the navy had several ships in process 
of construction that were designed and fitted 
for torpedoes, but it had no torpedoes that 
could be used from the ships, nor was there 
any concern that could make them in this 
country. Since that date the manufacture of 
the Whitehead torpedo, the most efficient 
known, has been domesticated, and a contract 
has been made for 100 18-inch torpedoes of the 
recent type. Several of these have been com- 
pleted and are now undergoing adjustment 
trials; the remainder will be ready for service 
in a short time. 

» In 1880 the navy had no heavy rapid-fire guns. 
Since that time these guns have been developed 
of calibers of 4, 5 and 6-inch, the success of 
which under trial has proved complete. The 
difficult problems presented in these guns, ia 
referencs to breech mechanism, metallic car- 
tridge cases and other essential features, have 
been overcome, and a maximum rapidity of fire 
has been obtained with each caliber, ail parts of 
the gun working perfectly. 

ARMOR- PIERCING SHELLS. 


Althongh the few ships that had been com- 
pleted in 1889 were armed with high-power 
guns, we had no projectile that couid make 
the slightest impression upon armor-plating. 
This apecies of projectile, which was exceed- 





ingly difficult to make, and had been the me: 


nopoly of one or two firms in Europe, is now 
turned aut in abundant quantities by Amor- 
ican manufacturers; and -recent trials justify 
the assertion that the domestic manufacture, 
entered upon under the fostering care and en- 
couragement of the navy department, has al- 
ready surpassed the foreign proluct. 

The remarkable advantage of smokeless 
powder, then a recent European invention, led 
the department, in 1889, to undertake its de- 
velopment in this country. By independent 
investigation and experiments, condncted by 
its Own agencies, at its own establishments, it 
has succeeded in developing a smokeless pow- 
der which in efficiency and enduranes givee 
better results than any known powder abroad. 

In 1889 no high explosive was known in this 
country which gave the powerful rending 
effect required for naval use, and which was at 
the same time sufficiontly safe and stable to be 
employed as a bursting charge in shells under 
ordinary conditions. Careful and protracted 
experiments have at last developed a high ex- 
plosive tbat can safe}y be used in shells fired 
from high power guns, with service powder, 
giving service velocities, The shelis charged 
with the new explosive are not only uninjured 
by the discharge of the gun, but can be fired 
through the armor plates and burst at will boe- 
yond them. 

Work on the vessels in course of canstruc- 
tion is progressing rapidly. The Detroit, Mont- 
gomery, Machias and Bancroft will soon ba 
placed in commission; the Indiana and Massa- 
chusetts are about ready for launching, and the 
Oregon will be launched next May. The New 
York is almost completed and will be ready for 
her trial thip within three months. TheColum- 
bia will make her trial trip and the Minneapolis 
will be launched early in the spring. The 
Olympia will be tried next June; the Maine 
and Texas are almost completed and the moni- 
tors lack only their armor. 

ARMOR, 

The aimor contracts are still the cause of the 
greatest delay in the construciion of the new 
navy. The Bethlehem [ron Co., the contract 
with which was made in 1887, has only deliv- 
ered 955 of the 6,700 tons of armor-plate con- 
tracted for, but the estabjishment is now in 
running order and the delivery of plates is ex- 
pected to be rapid and continuous from now 
on. Secretary Tracy says that the establish- 
ment of this plant and the one at Hamastead is 
worth to the country all the monoy that the ar- 
mor contracted for will cost. 

The following table gives the number of guns 
completed, partiy completed and afioat: 
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DEVELOPMENTS IN ORDNANCE. 
In reference to tha orjnance of the navy in 


general, three developments have  bsen 
reached during the pist year which promise 
greatly improved results. T a9 first of these is 
the application to guns of medium caliber of 
an improved bresch mechanism and fixed am- 
munition, which form the two essential 
features of the so-called rapid-fire type. Up 
toarecent psriod, the rapil-fire system was 
only applied to guns of the secondary battery, 
of which the largest was a6-pounier. Since 
thena further application has been success- 
fully made to 4-inch, 5-inch, and even 
6-inch guns, notwithstanding the predictions 
generally made abroai that the 5-inch was the 
extreme limit of rapid fire. The 4-inch, of 
which thirty-five havo been completed, has at- 
tained in actual trial a rapidity of fire of five 
rounds in 14 seconds, or twenty-one shots a 
minute. In the 5-inch arate of five rounds in 
19 seconds has been attained. For the 6-inch 
the metallic cartriige cases have not yet bsen 
manufactured; buteven without this necessary 
feature the application of the new breech 
mechanism to the gu» has resulted in a rate of 
fire of ten rounds in 2 minutes 57 seconds, or 
nearly double the rate of the ordinary service 
type. 

The second change, which is indirectly con- 
nected with the improved breech mechanism 
‘or large guns, consists inau improvement in 
gun-mounts. The gener] direction of the im- 
provement is in the substitution of band power 
for hydraulic power. This feature has been 
worked out successfully in ths design of car- 
riages for the 8-inch gun, which can now be 
manipulated by hand power throughout. The 
practical results are a great decraase in weight, 
which has hitherto been’ required for the 
hydraulic machinery, and the elimination of 
the possibility of putting the gun ont of action 
by an injury to the contemplated hydraulic 
mechanism. 

The third change consists in the application 
to guns of the oxperiments, which, in other 
directions, have been one of the marked 
features of this administration, in the uso of 
nickel. 

MORE SHIPS. ' 

In regara to the farther increase of the navy 
Secretary Tracy says: ‘Before the first battle 
ships were undertaken th» number required 
was fixed at twenty. In the report for 1890 it 
was stated that such was the great power, 
both offensive and defensive, of the design 
evolved, that the department could safely 
modify its previous figure, and that twelve 
such battle ships as were then in coyprse of 
construction would equal in efficiency, for 
our purpose, the twenty that were previously 
contemplated. Four have now been author- 
ized, and it remains to provide eight more, or 
twelve in all. of which eight should be sta- 
stationed on the Atlantic coast and four on the 
Pacific. In tho class of nnarmored as in that 
of armored cruisers, it should bo the objact to 
build vessels only of the highest type. The 
Columbia, and ber sister ship, the Minneapo- 
lis, stand at ths hea‘ of this class of vassels in 
speed, in coal endurance, and in every other 
essential quality. 

With reference to unprotected cruisers of 
the second class, of from 4,00 to 5,000 tons 
displacement, the department does not rec- 
ommend any present increase of the number. 
These vessels, in order to attain the high 
speed required of a cruiser, must necossarily 
sacrifice endurance, and they have therefore a 
very restricted sphere of usefulness for cruis- 
ing purposes in time of war. The further con- 
struction of vessels of the monitor typs 13 not 
favored, and the defects of the type are pointed 
out. But torpedo boats, says ths secretary, are 
urgently needed. At least thirty of them should 
be constructed, he thinks, in the immediate 
future. : 

ESTIMATES. 

The estimates for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1894, for the navy and the marive corps, in- 
cluding those for public works and for increase 
of the navy, amount to $24,471,498.21, being $2,- 
713,141.59 less than those for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1893. 

The estimates for the running expenses of 
the navy and the marine corps, for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1894, amonnt to $14,767,- 
$41.21, being $125,943.59 less than the estimates 
for the fiscal year ending June 3), 1893. 

The estimates for the increase of the nary 
amount to $9,703,657 for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1894, and are $2,577,198 less than those 
for the fiscal year ending June ®, 1893.

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POISONEAS AT WORK. 


Non-Union Men at Homestead, Pa., Pol- 
soned by Wholesale in an Attempt to 
Close the Carnegie Mills—The Chief 
Cook Inside the Mills Confesses to Hav- 
fing Placed Poison ta the Food at the 
Instigation' of the Strikers’ Committee. 
PirTssuRGH, Pa., Dec. 12.—A Sunday 
paper publishes a startling story ofa 
horrible conspiracy to poison the 
non-union men at Homestead, and as a 
result, it is alleged, several persons lost 
their lives while scores of others are 
suffering from the effects of poisonous 
drugs. 
Developments, it is said, implicate 
members of the advisory committee, 
members of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion and officers of other labor organ- 
izations sympathizing with the locked- 
out men at Homestead. 
Yesterday nine or more persons were 
arrested, ostensibly on less serious 
charges, but really for the purpose of 
stilling suspicion until others could be 
apprehended. The only name given is 
Robert Breatty, who was arrested late 
Saturday night. 
It is stated that the chief cook inside 
the Homestead mills confessed to hav- 
ing placed poison in the food prepared 
for non-union men;that he did soat the 
instigation of the strikers’ committee, 
and that he was under pay from them 
as well as from the Carnegie company. 
If he caused deaths and sickness 
sufficient to frighten the non- 
union men from the mills and compeled 
the closing of the mill, he’said he was 
to receive $10,000. Two assistants 
whom he engaged to aid him in his 
plot, it is stated, became frightened 
and informed Mr. Frick of the crime. 
This led to the arrest of the cook, and, 
as stated above, he made a full confes- 
sion. The matter was kept quiet. 
Workmen were instructed to get their 
meals outside. 
The cook and two assistants were 
kept in the mill under close surveil- 
ance. During the time that meals were 
prepared inside, a number of workmen 
became sick and Charles Glosser died 
two weeks after going to Homestead. 
Mr. Frick positively refused to be in- 
terviewed on the subject yesterday. 
The counsel for the company was 
seen last night and confirmed the story 
of the poisoning. He says his informa- 
tion is that at least six deaths resulted 
from poisoning. A Homestgad druggist 
and physician are implicated. The 
powder was given toa dog and it died 
in a few minutes. A number of arrests 
will probably be made in a few days. 
Coroner McDowell has not yet been 
notified. He will go to Homestead, 
however, to investigate the cause of 
the death of Isaac Juries, who died 
suddenly about two weeks ago. Juries 
was a witness in the Critchlow case. 
The coroner is of the opinion that death 
was due to alcoholism. 





ANTAGONIZING LABOR. 


The World's Fair People Getting Into a 
Snarl with the Printers by Letting the 
Contract for Printing the Catalogue to 
a Firm Employing Non-Union Labor 
CnicaGo, Dec. 12. —Chicago Typo- 

graphical Union No. 16 held a largely 

attended meeting yesterday, at which 
the subject of the letting of the con- 
tract for printing the World’s Colum- 
bian exposition catalogue was dis 
cussed. The matter was presented by 

a committee, and after a lively debate 

resolutions were unanimously adopted 

protesting against the award of the 
contract tothe W. B. Conkey Co. on 
the ground that the firm is notorious 
in the employment of underpaid non- 
union labor; or toany firm employing 
non-union labor in all its departments. 

It was decided to call W. B. Prescott, 
president of the international union at 

Indianapolis to confer with the World's 

fair officials and endeavor to secure the 

award of the contract to some union 
publishers. The trades and labor as- 
semblies will hold a meeting to-day to 
consider the subject. Samuel Gompers 
of the American federation of labor tel- 
egraphed that the printers would have 
the support of his organization in the 
matter. The union voted an approp 
ation of $5,000 to carry on the fight if it 
is found necessary to use that sum. 





THE YAQUI INDIANS 


Committing Depredations in the State of 
Chihuahua, 


Cummvanva, Mex., Dee. 12.—A courier 
who arrived yesterday from Ouaves, a 
small town situated im the mountains 
in the state of Sonora, brought the in- 
formation that Yaqui Indians to the 
number of 2,000 have banded at several 
points, and that several outrages have 
been committed by them in the valleys 
of the Yaqui and Mayo rivers during 
the past three weeks. 

Near the village of Rio Dico, the ha- 
cienda of Pablo Munoz, a wealthy 
Spaniard, was attacked and the two 
sons of Munoz and six peons were 
killed. The handful of Mexican 
soldiers in that section are unable to 
accomplish anything in the way of 
bringing the Indans under subjection 
and they have not yet had the courage 
to meet the red men in battle. A force 
of 500 troops will be immediately sent 
to the scene of the depredations.

The robbers, seeing the game 
was up, pulled the bell cord, stopped 
the train and jumped off io 
the darkness. It was thought that 
one or two were wounded, but this is 
not certainly known. They acted like 
novices. Two of their pistols were 
found in the car after their departure. 
The passengers all speak in the highest 
commendation of the bravery of Ticket 
Collector Zingley. Almost single- 
handed he met the quartette, and had 
he been at first armed he would have 
made it very interesting for them. 


A TERRIBLE CYCLONE 








Carries Death and Destruction to a Missis- 
sippl Town—The Home of a Baptist Min- 
ister Demolished and His Family All 
Dangerously Injured. 

NEw ORLEANS, Dec. 14.—A special to 
the Times-Democrat from Summit, 
Miss., tells of a terrible cyclone which 
passed two miles above the town at 
0:30 yesterday morning, carrying death 
and destruction in its path. The house 
of S. R. Young, a Baptist minister, was 
completely demolished and the occu- 
pants were buried in the ruins. 

Relief parties were organized at once 
and a search was made for the victims. 
Mr. Young and his family were rescued 
from the ruins of their residence a} 
dangerously wounded. 

The following is alist of the killed 
and wounded so far as known. The 
killed: 

A 6-year-old daughter of S. A. Lowe. 

W. H. Freeman, a colored man. 

A colored woman, name unknown. 

A colored baby, unidentified. 

The wounded are: S. A. R. Young, 
left arm broken and internally in- 
jured; Mr. S. R. Young, seriously in- 
jured! daughter of S. R. Young, both 
legs broken; son of S. R. Young, and 
Mrs. S. A. Lowe, serious internal in- 
juries; negro woman and child seriously 
injured. 

The cyclone cut a pathway 300 yards 
wide, carrying everything near it. 
Large pine trees were uprooted and 
snapped in pieces like pipe stems. 

The residence of S. A. Lowe was 
completely destroyed and his household 
effects were scattered for miles. 





BIG COTTON FIRE. 





Nearly a Million Dollars in Cotton Bales 
and Warehouses Furnish Food for a 
Bonfire in Baltimore. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 14.—One of the 
largest and most destructive fires that 
ever visited the water front of Balti- 
more, started shortly after 8 a m. in 
the massive cotton warehouse of Alex- 
ander Brown, corner of Bond and 
Thames streets, and quickly spread 
throughout the adjoining five build- 
ings. 

Six large buildings were stocked with 
17,202 bales of cotton belonging to the 
leading cotton firms of Baltimore, and 
valued at about $850,000. With the ex- 
ception of the countless bales floating 
in the harbor the entire lot will, it is 
thought, be a total loss. 

The warehouses are a complete wreck. 
The walls of some of the structures 
have fallen and the remainder are tot- 
tering. The entire damage, it is be- 
lieved, will reach $1,000,000, and the 
loss is covered by insurance. How the 
conflagration started has not yet been 
learned, although the origin of the 
flames is attributed to spontaneous 
eombustion. 


For the Benefit of the Homestead Strik- 
ers. 

Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 14.—The in- 
dustrial council of Kansas City, at its 
meeting Sunday, decided that each 
meinber of its various labor organiza- 
tions should yesterday devote his day’s 
wages toa fund for the benefit of the 
Homestead strikers. The industrial 
council is composed of about sixty la- 
bor organizations in the two -Kansas 
Cities and vicinity, such as the Carpen- 
ter’s union, the Bricklayer’s union, 
Printer’s union, ete. There are be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 members of the 
unions, and their wages will average 
two dollars a day.
